A PASTORAL EDITORIAL 


“GOD SEES ME” 

A woman, poorly dressed, presented herself in the 
sacristy of the Basilica of Montmartre, in Paris, and asked 
to see the superior of the chaplains. From her appearance, 
he thought her to be in need. She offered him a coarse 
envélope, in which Father Lemius found five bills of a thou- 


sand francs each. 


“It is for your work,” said the woman. “They are my 
savings during twenty years.” 

He asked her name and address. 

“All that is useless,” she replied. “God knows me well, 
and that is enough.” So saying she took her leave. 

The attitude of this woman contains a very fine lesson 
for all Catholics. It is so common for one Catholic to com- 
pare what he does for the Church or for any other worthy 
cause with what some neighbor or some one more richly 
blessed with this world’s goods may do. When a priest takes 
up & subscription for a new church or for some improvement 
which he contemplates making, Mr. K. withholds action 
until he learns what Mr. M. has done or will do. 

It is the same way with regular contributions to the sup- 
port of the Parish. People ask, “Why should I be expected 
to give $1 or $2 when Mr. T. gives only fifty cents?” Surely 
you do not give to the Church because you are whipped into 
line, or because you wish to please the pastor or to receive 
credit in the printed report. If you do, your contribution 
will lose all its merit. You should be actuated by the motive 
“God sees me.” In other words you should give because it is 
God’s work you are helping. God's cause you are promot- 
ing, and you want to prove to Him that because you love Him 
you will do your best for Him. If Mr. K. does not do his 
full duty, then Mr. K. will have little reward at God's hands. 
It is true that there should be proportionate giving, but 
whether the giver be a poor person or a rich person there 
should be generous and cheerful giving. Christ praised the 
widow who in giving her mite gave very generously, and, of 
course, cheerfully. 

It is very true that the rich do not give in the same pro- 
portion as do those in moderate circumstances, or as the 
poor, but “God sees them,” and they should be commended 
to His mercy. When the rich give they give of their sur- 
plus, and their contribution should bear some proportion to 
the amount which they spend so needlessly. 

The same sentiment “God sees me” should guide us not 
only in supporting religious works, but also in all that we 
do or omit to do. “God sees me” go off to work in the morn- 
ing without even speaking to Him, and retire at night after 
many falls without getting down on my knees to make a sin- 
cere Act of Contrition. He sees the bad example I give at 
my work and during recreation. He sees the many oppor- 
tunities I fail to grasp to turn the thoughts of others to- 
wards His religion favorably. He hears my every word, sees 
my every action and even my thoughts. He looks for me to 
devote every day to the acquisition of new merit for Heaven. 
He expects that I should be more deserving of Heaven to- 
night than last night; next month than last month; next 
year than when I entered upon the age of reason. The pro- 
longation of our lives is no blessing if it injures our chance 
for Heaven. 

God sees not only the bad example of parents to their 
children but their neglect, and must, in justice, hold parents 
more responsible than their children for many things 
sees me’ negiect many to do goad.

| Education.” That advantage is chiet- 
ly intellectual and moral; there is a 
financial advantage too, of which I 
may speak, but there is a much great- 
er financial disadvantage. 

When Herbert Spencer defined edu- 
eation as “preparation for complete 
living,” he spoke perhaps more wisely 
than he knew. He probably meant 
some sort of well-rounded-out culture, 
‘as distant from mere technical or pro- 
fessional training. Certainly his own 
country, England, has leaned strongly 
by tradition to the sort of culture just 
described. Knowing something of 
Herbert Spencer's philosophy, we may 
be certain that his conduct of complete 
living did net extend inte eternity. It 
is at this point we part company with 
him, though we are happy to carry his 
definition along with us. 

Because Catholic education is just 
that,—preparation for complete living. 
And when we say complete, we mean 
complete; we mean a training of the 
whole man, a schooling of all the fac- 
ulties for use in time and in eternity. 
Obviously, this presupposes the whole 
‘body of Catholic thought, our full po-
